'I'lie s>m|i|oii!s are unmistakable. 
The practical observer, noting tbem, 
will avoid the miatake of treating 
for apoplexy, cholera, or dyaentery. 
The victim nay be (bund in one or 
two stages. Uauaily the collapae Is 
sudden. The healthy hen of last 
nlKlit lies prostrate this im.riiiiii; in 
a corner of the thiekeii Ionise, with 
rumpled feathers closed eyen and out- 
stretched spineless ueck (whence the 
name of the disease). In a (ew houra, 
or perhapa a day or two, she dies, 
never having moved. The raveaouH 
gawky ducks of the noontime meal, 
at niRht creep or flop homeward, us 
if hurt aeros.s the hack It has hap- 
pened that a .Mii^eovey iluek and her 
brood of fourteen u. ii at daybreak, 
were dead at night ot this trouble.

.Mauifetitatioils of Ito Work. 

Occaalonally there is great havoe 
from dlseaae on duck farms. It Is 
usually liml>emeck, to which they 
are especially prone. Ducka con- 
Dned in large numbers on limited 
si>acc crave the animal food demand- 
ed hy their nature. If their ration 
lacks this Important feature of their 
diet, they will aupply it at the flrat 
opportnalty. Voraalty aad )s tea- 
deney to scaveagerlng prove their aa- 
doing. Unless every daad duck Is 
found before its body becomes a 
temptation to the survivors, the dis- 
ease Is rampant. 

A successful turkey raiser of some 
years ago used to relate an experi- 
ence hearing on thia sabjact. Her 
turkeya, over a hnadred In nnmher, 
and about XVi months old, came 
home one day at nlKhtfail, staggering 
and choking. That night many 
dh!d. Others followed in the next 
succeeding days, ileing u person of 
energy not to be faxed by a diaagree- 
ablo daty, she portMrmed a poat-mor- 
tem to dlsooTor tho mysterloua ail- 
ment that had robbed her of her sea- 
son's work. In the turkey crops she 
I'ound numbers uf long, ugly black 
heelU's. Pursuing her investigation 
I'urther, she walked to the lower held, 
the goal of their dally routine.
